When 
parents acknowledge the fact that a school 
administrator knows more about educating 
their child than they do, the chindren will 
start to get better training, Just like par- 4 
ents send their child to a dentist to have a 
tooth filled, so should they listen to the 
recommendations of professional educators 
as to schooling for their child. The same 
person who wouldn’t think of telling a den- 
tist what technique to use in filling a cavity 
in a child's mouth has no compunction in 
telling a principal how to run his school.

“The 
license does not cost anything.

The Coffee Ccunty Welfare 
Dpartment has responsibility for 
neglected, delinquent, and de- 
pendent children, Mrs. Ebert 
“said. For example, when a case 
of child neglect is reported tc 
the agency, there should be a 
boarding home ready for that 
child. That is why, Mrs. Ebert 
explained, it is important that 
there be more boarding homes 
fin the county. 

Poarding home care is for the 
{children whose home are tem- 
porarily broken, as a rule, Mrs 
Ebert said.

The governor of Utah might wind up 
being a martyr to his cause but we heartily 
{endorse his indignation at continuing for- 
, eign aid. Just like we approved of U.S. Rep- 
resentative George Andrews’ fight against 
| the give-away program, so are we glad an- 
other public official wants to see it end. 

Countries on the receiving end of for- 
eign aid are not all in favor of it, either. To 
'show how sentiment goes in England, we 
are reprinting below a recent editorial from 
the London Daily Mail. It read: 

“Britain's Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, borrowing a phrase from America, 
‘talks about the possibility of an agonising 
‘veappraisal of our trading policies. 

“Mr. Butler was not speaking in anger, 
but he was certainly speaking in sorrow— 
sorrow over America’s ‘back-peddalling’ in 
her trade relations with us. 

“British industry has often been criticis- 

,ed as being too slow to take full advantage 
; of American markets. Now here is the oth- 
er side of the picture. The latest and most 
disturbing example of back-pedaling was 
ithe rejection of the English Electric Com- 
|pany’s tender for equipment at the Chief 
, Joseph Dam. 
“Their tender (bid) had been turned 
down before, on the score that the company 
|had never tackled such a big project and 
|could not provide adequate servic. Now, 
|says American officialdom, it has been re- 
|fused again to alleviate unemployment in 
the U. S. 

“Is this sufficient reason for hamper- 
ing our dollar trade? More people than ever 
| before are at work in the U. S. The danger 
is that this official excuse may be adopted 
more widely as a popular slogan to keep 
British firms out. Washington has denied 


that British contracts for big American 
projects will be barred automatically, But 
there are distressing signs that smail sec- 
onal ice: Csts are wielding powers of per- 
Silasion quite out of proportion to their im- 
portance, 

“he American bicycle industry is not 
# major industry. Yet President Hisenhower 
a staunch advocate of a liberal trade policy, 
recently increased the import duty on Bri- 
tish bicycles. Swiss watches were treated 
in a similar way, so that Switzerland lost 
leeway in her most vital market and Amer- 
ica lost a great deal of good will. How far 
is this untortunate trend going to be al- 
lowed to spread? 

“We need dollars urgently. Quite ob- 
viously we cannot hope tu secure tne over- 
all aims of which Mr. Butler spoke—to wid-6 
en trade and to set free payments-—-if 
America’s instinct for protectiouism is al- 
1owed to get out of hand, Only a year ago 
President Hisenhower declared his intention 
to move towards a gradual tariff reduction 
of 15 per cent. Since then America has been 
leaning in quite the opposite direction. She 
may not consider her tariffs abnormally 
high, and indeed other countries impose 
heavier duties. But America, as the wealth- 
1est and most powerful country in the world, 
has a special responsibility to the other na- 
tions limping along behind her. 

“She can afford to be more liberal than 
others—and that is not a plea for charity 
but for common sense. She, alone among 
the nations, has sufficient influence to keep 
Western trade flowing freely and Western 
economies stable. af 

“Was their, perhaps, some hope aborad 
that Britain would be forced to devalue her 
pound again? If so, that hope has been kill- 
ed by Mr. Butler. We are glad that the 
Chancellor has scotched the rumours about 
devaluation. We said recently that they 
were harm f ul. Hhe encouraged un- 
healthy speculation in sterling. Now that 
should cease. 

“The pound will be stronger as a re- 
sult of Mr. Butler’s speech. But we still need 
those dollars. What has happened to thet 
rousing old slogan, Trade, not Aid?”

|Seeking Temporary 
Homes for Children 


“Won't you silare your hom 
temporarily with a child’? 

This question is being asked 
today by Coffee County Welfare 
Director Mrs. Grace M. Ebert, 

States that there is need 
in Coffee County for additional 
private family homes to keep 
children at board fcr varying 
lengths of time. 

“A boarding home is any fam- 
ily home which has been licens- 
to care for unrelated child- 
ren,’ Mrs. Ebert explained. “The 
license does not cost anything, 
It just means that the people 
in the home love children and 
their home meets the standards 
set by the State Welfare Board.” 

The Coffee Ccunty Welfare 
Dpartment has responsibility for 
neglected, delinquent, and de- 
pendent children, Mrs. Ebert 
For example, when a case 
child neglect is reported t«. 
the agency, there should be a 
boarding home ready for that 
child. That is why, Mrs. Ebert 
explained, it is important that 
there be more boarding homes 
fin the county. 

Poardine home care is forthe 
(children whose home are tem- 
porarily broken, as a rule, Mrs 
Ebert said. Sometimes the mo- 
ther is ill ang the fater cannot 
look after the children and work, 
too. Sometimes a child is aban- 
doned or perhaps his home is 
broken by desertion or divorce

When 
parents acknowledge the fact that a school 
administrator knows more about educating 
their child than they do, the chindren will 
start to get better training. Just like par- 
ents send their child to a dentist to have a 
tooth filled, so should they listen to the 
recommendations of professional educators 
as to schooling for their child. The same 
person who wouldn’t think of telling a den- 
tist what technique to use in filling a cavity 
in a child’s mouth Las no compunction in 
telling a principal how to run his school.

(lights have to be dimmed within 500 feet, 
| Also, whenever the driver of a vehicle fol- 
j lows another vehicle within 200 feet to the

Opposition to Foreign Aid Suilding Up

eign aid recently by the governor of Utan 
yWno announced he was not going to pay 
that projortion of his income tax which the 
government has peen spending on the give- 
| away program. He is putting this money 1% 
the bank and plans to take his case to court 
to test the constitutionality of federal taxes 
being spent on foreign aid. : 
The governor of Utah might wind up 
being a martyr to his cause but we heartily 
/endorse his indignation at continuing for- 
| eign aid. Just like we approved of U.S. Rep- 
resentative George Andrews’ fight against 
| the give-away program, so are we glad an- 
| other public official wants to see it end. 
Countries on the receiving end of for- 
eign aid are not all in favor of it, either. To 
show how sentiment goes in England, we 
are reprinting below a recent editorial from 
the London Daily Mail. It read: 

“Britain’s Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, borrowing a phrase from America, 
of an agonising 
reappraisal of our trading policies. 

“Mr. Butler was not speaking in anger, 
out he was certainly speaking in sorrow— 
'sorrow over America’s ‘back-peddalling’ in 
her trade relations with us. 

“British industry has often been criticis- 
,ed as being tvo slow to take full advantage 
of American markets. Now here is the oth- 
'er side of the picture, The latest and most 
‘disturbing example of back-pedaling was

“Their tender (bid) had been turned 
down before, on the score that the company

“Is this sufficient reason for hamper- 
ing our dollar trade? More people than ever 
before are at work in the U. S. The danger 
is that this official excuse may be adopted 
more widely as a popular slogan to keep 
British firms out. Washington has denied 


that British contracts for big American 
projects will be barred automatically, But 
there are distressing signs that smail sec- 
wonail inteiests are wieiuing powers of per- 
Silasion quite out of proporuon to their im- 
portance, 

“the American bicycle industry is not 
# major industry, Yet President Fisenhower 
a Staunch advocate of a liberal trade policy, 
recently increased the import duty on Bri- 
tish bicycles. Swiss watches were treated 
in a similar way, so that Switzerland lost 
leeway in her most vital market and Amer- 
ica lost a great deal of good will. How far 
is this unfortunate trend going to be al- 
lowed to spread? 

“We need dollars urgently. Quite ob- 
viously we vannot hope tu secure tne over- 
all aims of which Mr. Butler spoke—to wid 
en trade and to set free payments-if 
America’s instinct for protectiouism is al- 
1owed to get out of hand. Only a year ago 
President Hisenhower declared his intention 
to move towards a gradual tariff reduction 
of 15 per cent. Since then America has been 
leaning in quite the opposite direction. She 
may not consider her tariffs abnormally 
high, and indeed other countries impose 
heavier duties. But America, as the wealth- 
lest and most powerful country in the world, 
has a special responsibility to the other na- 
tions limping along behind her. 

“She can afford to be more liberal than 
others—and that is not a plea for charity 
but for common sense. She, alone among 
the nations, has sufficient influence to keep 
Western trade flowing freely and Western 
economies stable. : 

“Was their, perhaps, some hope aborad 
that Britain would be forced to devalue her 
pound again? If so, that hope has been kill- 
ed by Mr. Butler. We are glad that the 
Chancellor has scotched the rumours about 
devaluation. We said recently that they 
were h a rm f ul. Hhe encouraged un- 
healthy speculation in sterling. Now that 
should cease. 

“The pound will be stronger as a re- 
sult of Mr. Butler’s speech. But we still need 
those dollars. What has happened to they:
